Cloaked Plana 
Moscow had cloaked Its own

When it comes to the point of buying equipment to 
adjust temperature, humidity, and cleanliness of air in 
the home, full advantage of all free information on the 
subject should be taken

The loser in an incident of this typg 
is the person whose picture appears on 
the porter, even though he is often not 
at all responsible for the circular l>eing 
posted in the first place. 


Often tim es com m ittees formed to 
lutrk an individual candidate are re­ 
sponsible for placing a d v e r t i s i n g 
throughout the area, 
T hese same com­ 
m ittees should be responsible for seeing 
that advertising is also cleaned up at 
the close of an election. 


The same is true for organizations 
holding events of one kind or another. 
Signs still in view two w eeks after an 
event is over are of no value and cer­ 
tainly damage the appearance of our 
locality.

T here was something very cozy and friendly about 
Thursday evening's meeting' of The Callery at the Dave 
JI arri ton home in .Minisink Hills, and I can honestly say 
it was one of the m ost pleasant events in weeks. 
Strangely enough, I had never been in this section of 
our beautiful county I ie fore . . . . and was amazed to 
find th a t just, a few miles from the two busy Strouds­ 
burg*, there is a place of such uninterrupted peace and 
quiet. 
The Manitou home is an outgrowth of a pictur­ 
esque <dd barn dominating a hilltop. 
It is a creation of 
gray shingles, and wide windows, looking out upon a 
handsome patio where our meeting A\as held* 
Mrs. 
Ma triton, an interpretive dancer, is a vivacious, de­ 
lightful hostess; Mr. Harriton, an artist in just about 
every medium, hut particularly noted for his murals 
of glass, is quiet, smiling, and humble. 
Together with 
their son and his wife, who resembles Shelley Winters 
and has a fascinating Merman accent, and their daugh­ 
ter. Carol Cartwright, who is one of the most striking 
red heads I've ever seen, they were wonderful hosts. 
The thirty-or-so of us who gathered in the barn studio 
to watch ti demonstration of Mr. Harriton’a work in 
pastel, and hear Mrs. Harriton’s amusing comments on 
their recent trip through South America, can attest to 
that. 
I was interested to see Mr. Harriton working with 
(Irum bacher pastels, for we carry this famous line of 
art supplies in W alter la g a n 's department here at Wy- 
cRoff’s. 
Our host feels that pastels are a wonderful 
medium in which to work while traveling, since they 
are so easy to transport, 
lie showed us how, after 
blocking out tile picture with pencil, 
he uses hard 
pastels to begin the actual color process. 
He also uses 
fixative rath er frequently, and softer pastels in overlay- 
color and final touches, thus achieving a wonderfully 
opalescent quality. 
His work is amazingly meticulous 
and glowing, and from a distance has much the same 
sheen as a painting in oils. 
Since I cannot paint, hut can only appreciate, I was 
particularly impressed with the effects Mr. Harriton 
was able to produce w ith pastels. 
Me showed how easy 
it is to make changes in a picture when working in 
this medium . . . . and how simple it is to inject domi­ 
nant tones and shadows. 
I gathered that, in his opin­ 
ion, the young artist in an experimental stage is over­ 
looking a very malleable form of self-expression if he 
does not have a try at pastels. 
Much of Mr. Harriton’s painting is contemporary 
in feeling. 
His studio walls are decorated with— to my 
eyes 
weirdly distorted figures, flamboyant cocks, col­ 
orful flowers. 
He admires Picasso— and has the same 
flair for brilliant color. 
The South American paint­ 
ings, which he m odestly refers to as “sketches from 
which I can work”, are realistic and represent a change 
of pace which he found refreshing. 
Met ween the paintings and Mrs. Harriton's display 
of hand woven skirts, hammocks, blouses, and hand­ 
made laces collected on her travels among the isolated 
tribes of Paraguay, Bolivia, etc., it was an evening of 
keen enjoyment, 
lite refreshments concluding it were 
delicious, hut incidental . . . . the entire visit t a i been 
ump in sntisfv one’s, nmietito for HOOD thing*!
